Chairman Buckland of the Council Li- 


cense Committee scored Chief Lloyd, Li- 
cense Inspector Mitchell and Collector 
Cole at the meeting of tho committee last 
evening, -when the matter of Braniing a 
license 'to tho Cottage Saloon, which has 
lately chang-ed hands, came up. Dupont, 
the old proprietor. Is out, and new pro- 
prietors are running the business under 
his old license. 


"If either itno Chief of Police or License 


Inspector did r.at shut up that place," 
said Buckland, "they are guilty of mal- 
feasance In offlco nnd a dereliction of 
duty. Tho place should have beon closed 
up when Dupont went out. Tho ordinance 
provides that a license is no: assignable, 
except by certain permission. 
1 have 


'talked wjth attorneys, and they tell me 
that the place should have been closed." 


Mitchell tried to explain that It was 'the 


duty of the City Treasurer to attend to 
such things, but Bucklaml thought other- 
wise, and Mitc'ioil airreod to act as the 
'.ommltteo recommended. 


Chief Lloyd got in his little explanation. 


"I wc-nt down to see them one day," he 
said, "and asked to BOO their license. They 
showed me om* in the name of Dupont. 
I told them It was illegal, and they re- 
ferred me 'to Mr. O'Brien, but they shut 
up. 1 did not feel that It was my duty to 
interfere with any other department, so 
I »poko to the License Collector's clerks. 
They told mo that they had transferred 
the license on the books, and it was all 
O. K." 


Then Buckland had his hammer out 


for Cole. "Oh. lie Is the man who said 
that he knew more about licenses than the 
Council or any attorney in the city of 
Oakland 
His language, I should Bay, 


was bombastical." 


Dow then moved that the matter go 
over until tomorrow nit?ht, and that Colo 
bo subpoenaed. Somo one connected with 
tho city, he said. i\as violating the law, 
»n<3 it should bo looktd into. An objection 
was raised to meeting on Saturday nlpht. 
and tho motion nas amended to havo not 
only Cole, but Gllpin also, subpoenaed to 
cone before tho Council and explain next 
Monday night.
